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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The school board having in charge the schools of the 
town district, respectfully submit the following report: 

We consider this the most sucessful school year since the 
new school law went into operation, a result naturally at- 
tained for several reasons. The school board, during 
the two preceding years, had been enabled by the generos- 
ity of the district in voting appropriations, to combine four 
of cur schools in two, and provide new schoolhouses with 
some of the modern covemences for two sections of the 
town district, where formerly progress had been retarded by 
the existing conditions. Again, the »predjudicial influnces 
of every nature which existed against the new school sys- 
tem, had nearly vanished in the advancing light of the good 
results obtained by this system during the two preceding 
years. Yet the board has been hampered somewhat by a 
lack of sufficient funds by which to carry on its educational 
work, to the standard desired; for although, the town voted 
to raise $500 more than the law requires for school pur- 
poses, yet owing to the decrease of the apportionment it 
actually made a difference of only two dollars in the amount 
of receipts over that of the preceding year. The town 
should make the amount $700 instead of $500. With this 
increase of revenue the board would be enabled to give on 
an average 24 weeks, or three terms of eight weeks, of 
schooling, to the several schools. This is anage of prog- 
ress. No town can afford to stand still but should go for- 
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ward; and nothing speaks so well for a town as the educa- 
tional advantages it affords to its people. 

At the beginning of the present school year, the board 
established sixteen schools whose aggregate length was 355 
weeks, or an average of 22.2 weeks for the several schools. 
Later in the year a term of 10 weeks was taught in the 
section knownas the “Howe district,” this being the small- 
est school in town, only four scholars, and so situated that 
they could not conveniently be accommodated in any other 
school. 

The board was occasioned some annoyance by teachers 
declining to take the schools to which they had been as- 
signed, and in some instances, the services of good teachers 
have been lost because there was only one school in town 
that they would accept, and it must be evident to school- 
teachers as well as to everybody else that where there are 
several applicants for the same school, only one can be ac- 
commodated at a time, and the school board must decide 
such matters in the way that they deem will secure the best 
results . 

The progress of the scholars, on the whole, has been very 
gratifying, and all that could be expected in one school 
year. ‘Those schools have succeeded best, however, where 
the teachers have been wide awake and imbued with tie 
importance of their high calling, and have taken charge of 
their school with a determination to make everything sub- 
servient to the intellectual and moral advancement of their 
scholars. 

Parents, generally, are to be commended for the interest 
they have manifested in having good schools, and much _ of 
the success of the past year is attributable to the care they 
have taken to have their scholars punctual in their attend- 
ance, and to avoid any of the disagreeable occurrences which | 
always prove harmful to schools. 

We fear that the injurious practice of scholars leaving 


school too young has not yet been ‘checked. Kducation is 
the foundation of happy, prosperous, independent manhood 
and womanhood; and no scholar of our town should leave 
school before he is twenty years old, unless circumstances 
and his intellectual ability have enabled him to pass up 
from the common school to the gh school and to receive 
his diploma there, previous to that age. 

We submit that this tendency to leave school too early, 
has been occasioned, largely, by faults of ‘our educational 
system. We have in too many instances sent our scholars 
into schoolhouses sadly out of repair, with walls that are 
unsightly, being marred by long usage and blackenéd by 
decay, to sit upon seats that are destitute of all comfort, 
causing their bones to ache; and perhaps, too, the parents 
of these scholars lost much of their interest in schools when 
under the old system a handful of men were called upon to 
tax themselves heavily to make extensive repairs or to 
build new schoolhouses. But under the town system, an 
appropriation sufficient to put the schoolhouses in comfort- 
able condition, can be made without being burdensome to 
anyone. 

lt is a duty devolving upon the school board to see that, 
not only the school buildings are made and kept in a con- 
dition favorable to the best physical development of the 
scholars, but that the grounds and surroundings should be 
put ina good sanitary condition, and made pleasant and 
attractive to the eye, that the school hfe of the scholars 
may be healthful, pleasant and attractive. This the board 
will endeavor to do, so far as the means in its hands will per- 
mit, and we hope the district will appropriate a sufficient 
sum to enable the board toaccomplish this most desirable 
object. 

The new schoolhouse built on Tory Hill during the sum- 
mer is neat, convenient and satisfactory, and with modern 
seat and desks proved so comfortable that the scholars were 
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sorry to have school close, although the term extended 
well into the winter—quite a contrast from previous years 
when in the old house a few cold, windy days in the fall 
would terminate this school because the scholars could not 
be kept comfortable .

SIMONDS FREK HIGH SCHOOL. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


With the school year, closing June 1888, ended the work. 
of Prof. H.S. Roberts here, after a service of four years. 
Miss Mary P. Frisbee left at the same time, having been’ 
assistant two years. They had both been seeking higher 
salaries than we are able to pay, and, as we are informed 
have obtained them. Mr. Roberts was very successful in 
holding his pupils to the regular course of study and grad- 
uated, in 1888, a class of nine, being larger than that of 
any other year. The class consisted of five gentlemen and 
four ladies. 

At present we have as Principal and Assistant, Prof. and 
Mrs. E. P. Barker. They are professional teachers in the 
full sense of the word—having been engaged in the work 
some twenty years. For the last five years they haye been 
in charge of the High School in Swampscott, Mass. Prof: 
Barker is a graduate of Amherst College, and they both 
came here highly recommended. They are hard work- 
ers and their entire devotion to the school deserves to be 
noted; indeed, they seem to find but slight margin for out- 
side amusements of any sort. Itis.as yet, of course too 
early to sum up results, generally, under their tuition, but 


the progress, thus far, is very satisfactory. 

With the view of giving some idea of the work that is 
being doue at present, we will say that, the first year of the 
High School course has been devoted to a thorough review 
of the commonschool studies, Arithmetic, Grammar, U. 8%. 
History, Reading, Writing and Spelling—the last two being 
required of the whole school. 

The Mathematical study of the second year has been In- 
ventorial Geometry, with constant use of mathematical 
instruments, making the study ofa very practical nature. 

Another study of this year has been English History 
during two terms, followed by Civil Government. This 
course of History and Government is intended as a prepara- 
tion for subsequent study of English Literature. The third 
study of this second year is an optional one, Latin, French, 
German or Natural Philosophy. 

The more advanced classes are of course smaller in num- 
ber, with wider range of studies. Among these is the Com- 
mercial course, established at the beginning of the year, 
at present being pursued by three pupils with good results. 

The Rochester Business University course is used, giving 
extenled practice in the use of business paper with Com- 
mercial Arithmetic and Commercial Law. Students succes- 
fully completing this course are well qualified to render 
valuable service as book-keepers and to understand in gene- 
ral the principles governing the minutiz of actual business. 

The total membership of the school, during the fall-term 
was 37, and during the winter-term 49. 

At the present time the number of pupils studying Arith- 
metic is 30; U. S. History, 26; English Grammar, 26; Latin, 
9; Greek, 1; French, 7; German, 5; Algebra, 3; Geometry, 
15; Reading, 43; Spelling, 47; Writing, 47; English History, 
11; Commercial Law, 3; Natural Philosophy, 5; Chemistry, 
2; Single Entry Book-keeping, 26; Double Entry Book-keep- 
ing, 3; Drawing, 40. :

LIBRARY. 

The library of the district has been a thing of constant but 
slow growth, but of late it has been more fortunate in its 
accessions. It has been enlarged by the purchase of about 
sixty volumes with funds raised by school exhibitions, by 
- donations of ten volumes, by Addison Gilmore, Esq., and 
twenty-five volumes by Mr. R.S. Rogers; and by the incor- 
poration of the books of the “Harmers and Mechanics Lnbra- 
ry Association” of Warner, about two hundred and seventy- 
five volumes—the surviving members of said association 
having generously gwtclaimed their interest in said library 
to the Simonds Free High School District. 

These books have been catalogued by subjects and made 
available to the pupils and citizens of the town. The num- 
ber of books drawn from the library each week has, of late, 
increased many fold.
